By 
this departure it is expected to retain in 
the Province till the money sent .abroad 
l or the salmon can labels.

Fresh in 
our recollection still is the great lire in 
Tooley street, at which Braiilwood, the 
valuable superintendent of the Fire l»ri- 
gade, lost liis life, and tlie (ire-ofTices lost 
from £1', 000,000 tc JL'll.OtW.OdO. Thus the 
world has warning of what fire can cll'oct; 
wliile, on the other hand, it is eiicouragoil 
by seeing what fire-ofiiccs can do. 'I'he 
usefulness of .such iiistilutions is ajiparent 
enougli, and liad its witnesses liefore we 
were born. l?y one coinpanv, in 1S07, 
C200,000 was paid for lo.ss by a lire which 
occurred in the island of St. Thomas, 
West Indies. In 184'-', by tlii> same com- 
pany, i'21G,000 was paid to rci-oup the 
claimants of tho Hamburg lire of that 
year; and again, in IS-lti, tlie same 
comp.any discharged its obligations 
caused by the fire at St. .lolin's, 
Newfoundland, amounting to £114,000. 
More recently we find the same company 
bearing its share of the Tooley-street lire 
amounting to £i;!0,000, of the Chicago 
fire nearly £100,000, and of the lioston 
Cte £50,000. We have spoken generally 
of Qre insut^uco, bnt have, in concliisiun, 
adverted to the experience of one well- 
known and successful cotnpaiiy tho 
Phfenix. This company it was which in 
1794 sutl'ered by the great lire in llat- 
clifT and which involveil it in a greater 
loss tlian had fallen on any tire-ofiice. It 
was apprehended by some that such a 
commercial venture as the I'lio-nix would 
tlinch from further contact witli tlie names 
Far from being disni.ayed by thia event, 
however, its proprietors were stinuilatod 
to fresh contributions; and from the oc- 
curence of this conflagration dates the re- 
mark.able prosperity of this company, 
which revived as from the ashes invigor- 
ated and improved.. II is this Pho-nix 
Insurance Company which .at the close of 
I a luuidred years after paying upwards of 
£l,'j,(K)0,000 in losses and .satisfactory di- 
viilends to its proprietors, has just cele- 
brated its centenary and survives to af- 
ford protection from the flames that fo.st- 
erod its growth.

Did he not inform you also that they 
were going to rush things .so aa to place 
thegoveinment in a fix about the cement ; 
A. I do not think he so expressed him- 
self. My impression of wliat he said 
amounts to this: That both the contrac- 
tors and tho government would be in a 
fix. The government through not having 
on hand what tlie contrtict called for for 
tho purposes of the contractors; and the 
contractors through having to atop and so 
not obtaining a ccrtiticat^and their money 
whicli tliey wanted.

Of co .rio snnie- 
tiincs il m.ay happen that in talking with 
momborii.of tho govorniuent or anyone else 
a certain .subject m.ay arise when conver- 
sations or anything else bearing on tho 
subject may bo inciilentally roferiad to. 

If you had the interest of the dock at 
heart iliui't you thinic it would have been 
advisable lo have given all such informa- 
tion to tho government ; A. Tliis is actir- 
ious question.

Did you not circulate a report btised 
merely on what Huntington or Itobertson 
told you that the C. C. of L. and W. was 
interested with AlcNaiiioo it Co. of Mon- 
treal in their coutracl or in a share of 
some fili">,000 claimed by them ? A. Hunt- 
ington mentioned to nio that the C. C. 
of L. and W. liad been asking him for a 
note or notes for •*1.">,000, which was due 
by the local partners of jNlcNamee it Co. 
to McNamee A- Co. of Montreal. I w.is 
greatly surprised to hear this as I could 
not see what the C. C. of L. and had 
to do \vith money matters between the dif- 
ferent iiarlners of the firm of l\IcN.'imce 
A' Co. Il is likely that 1 mentioned the 
circumstance in cenversation with others, 
as I was not sure in my own mind that 
tho circumstance was as stated.

Did you loll this story tu any of the 
members of the committee before j'ou 
nominated ihein in Ihe Ilmise / .V. Not 
that I can recall, I certainly never tried 
to prejudice any member of this commit- 
tee, ray desire was and " is tn elicit the 
facts as connected with the dock, and 
those facts in be dealt with on their 
merits. 

Have yon not stated to certain niem- 
bors of the House that you thought tliat 
the C. C. had a personal interest in the 
purchase of the cement in 1874 .' A. 
.Such a tlioiight never occurred . to me, as 
my belief is that I lie cement was not jmr- 
chased by tho C. C. of L. .and W. I al 
ways understood that Mr. Sproat manag- 
ed the cement matter. 

Have you not had interviews with cer- 
tain parties with a view to you or your 
brother taking or obtaining an interest in 
tiie dock work! A. No. The only inter- 
est I have over taken in the dock work 
has boon to help it along. I may as well 
mention here • one or two circum- 
stances oomicctcd with the contractors on 
money matters. One day last autumn when 
confined to my house by iiidisi)osition, I 
received a note from Capt. (."hirke asking 
nie to frame for him on behalf of the con- 
tractors an application to the C. C. for 
an advance of, 1 tliink, f<;jO,000. J re- 
turned au answer that next morning 1 
would be at my store and woulil then see 
him. He called upon mo and informed 
me that he Imd been over with one of 
the contractors to see the C. C, and from 
what he said he believed that the money 
could be got if a written application was 
put in for it. Ho said tliat if they could 
get tho money ho could sell them a steam- 
er and some other things tlio contrtictora 
wanted for the dock work. I told him 
that since receiving the note I had thought 
the matter over, and that I had come to 
tlie conclusion that tho advance of niiuiey 
in aid of the contractors was beyond the 
power of the government; that 
such a thing was never done 
and that I would h.ave notliing 
to do with an application which aeemcd to 
ine to be impracticable. iNIr. Huntington 
afterwards called to see ine on the same 
m.attcr and I tried to dissuade him from 
making the application. I recommended 
Ivira before writing to ascertain verbally 
from tho chief commissioner whether ho 
had the power, and next wliother he had 
the inclination lo make the advance. 
Sometime afterwards IJaiitington told 
me that tho application had been made 
and that it was unsucceasful; he seemed 
greatly disappointed and explained to me 
what his financial position ' was, and ex- 
pressed a wish to get capital to help him 
in his work. In other conversations the 
same subject was referred to, and ho ex- 
plained to me tho character of tho con- 
tract, and tho profit that ho thought was 
in it. I advised him to gut 5 or 6 people 
to help him, so that he could handle it 
more profitably, and get rid of tho worry 
incidental to carrying on a large work 
ivith a small capital. He said, ho thotight 
ho could got two or three friends to help 
him, but that others would be necessary. I 
remarked that if five people wouiM put in 
.^ilO,000 apiece, ho could pay off , his lia- 
bilities, push the work lively, and, it ap- 
peared to mp, make money nut of his con- 



tract. I told him tliat if an opportunit r 
ofl'ered, I would meiittoii it favorably to 
friends of miiio, but I could not, of course, 
touch it myself, being a member of the 
House, and besides contracts were alto- 
getiier out of my line. 'When Mr. Nish 
was here, Mr. 'Williams .and I called to 
sec him at the Driard House, and talked 
gehei-ally over dock matters; in tlTe course 
of tho conversation Ttold him tliat the 
local contractors knew their business, but 
were haiuporcd through lack of capital; 
that they were trying to get five or si.v 
persons to liel^.tliem, and that I tliuuglit 
of recommending friends of mine to assist. 
Nothing more was said about this, the 
conversation drifting off into cement and 
the kinds .and prices of that used in the 
canala in Canada. Some d.-iys after Mr. 
Nish spoke to me on Oovernment street, 
ft ul asked me whether the contractors had 
obtained assistance. I said I thought 
not, so far, and I told him that I heard 
that besides local liabilities a sum of .^L'lj- 
OOO wa? due to tho* Montreal firm, and 
that unloRs ho made some arrangement 
with the local men to let lliat stand over, 
they wcvc ik.I likely to got it. I had no 
further cruiveisat ion with iVfr. Xisli on the 
subject. 

Under the eiroti instances I made no re 
commembil ion to any friend of mine lo 
aid the contracior.s. I have not done so 
myself, and as regards'my brother I never 
proposed to him to do so; indeed, I don't 
think I luent ioned any of the above cir- 
cumstances t 1 him.
